During  the  year  licences  in  respect  cf  six  private  slaughter- 
houses v/ere  renev;ed  under  the  Pood  d Drugs  Act,  1938.  Thus  two  ' c 
premises  have  been  licensed  since  last  year,  such  premises  being 
Cold  Inn,  East  F'illiaj'nst on,  and  Ailvelgy,  ICilgetty.  Beth  premiser: 
were  in  use  as  slaughterhouses  prior  to  1939.  Slaughtering  has 
increased  from  last  year  but  it  v;ill  be  noted  that  the  slaughter  ''f 
hcises  for  huraan  c cnsm'npti  on  has  decreased  from  2,438  in  1954  to 
1,948  in  1955.

RODENT  GOITTROL 

Numerous  properties  were  inspected  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  as  to  whether  they  were  infested  by  rats  and  mice. 
Generally  such  inspections  were  carried  cut  when  visits  v/ere  made 
primarily  for  other  purposes.  The  Council  do  not  employ  a full 
time  rodent  operator  and  thus  it  is  not  possible  to  carry  out  a 
systematic  survey  of  the  area. 

Prequent  treatments  were  found  necessary  to  the  ICingsmoor 
Common  Refuse  tip  and  to  some  sewage  disposal  \;orks  sites. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Two  vehicles  are  employed  on  refuse  collection  and  for  such 
collection  the  two  vehicles  are  whole  time  for  theperiod 
comraencing  in  June  and  ending  in  September  and  for  the  winter 
months  one  vehicle  is  wholly  em.plcyed  \/hilst  the  other  is 
employed  for  three  days  of  the  v/eek.  This  system  does  ensure  a 
weekly  collection  in  most  areas  but  during  the  summer  months  the 
schedule  is  not  strictly  adhered  to  cv/ing  to  the  tremendous  incrca 
in  the  amount  of  dry  refuse  which  arises  from  the  influx  of  visits 
and  the  commencement  of  camping  and  caravanning. 

The  service  now  covers  With  the  exception  of  isolated  premio 
the  whole  of  the  district.  There  are  requests  from  time  to  time  f 
the  inclusion  of  some  of  these  isolated  premises  and  in  complying 
w'ith  such  requests  together  with  the  ccr.ipletion  and  occupation  ,f 
new  houses  the  work  is  increasing  and  having  regard  to  the  increas 
mileage  the  work  is  becoming  more  difficult  to  cope  with. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  raeaiis  of  tipping  and  the  two  t 
are  sited  at  IZingsnoor  Cominon  and  Clynderwen.
